Two months ago I 
should have been as much appalled at the 
bare idea of perpetrating sue* an atrocity 
as perhaps, any other civilized English- 
man. ' Bur, tr»t, one's principles received 
a dangerous shock in eating horse ; than 
you meet friend;, ordinarily decent, re- 
bpcctable people, who tell you that they 
hare been avowedly eating cat; and that 
you hava yourself already been served in 
the same way if you have ever, at no mat- 
ter whut icstarant, ordered rabbit. One's

astronomic conscience gradually harden*, 
suppose, in 'an atmosphere of this kind, 


nnd BO when this morning I met a friend 
on the Boulevards just after breakfawt 
time, who asked me to come with 
him to Hall's, as he had there ordered rats, 
inntead of at once running away, or, per- 
haps, trying to knock him down, I agreed 
to go and just look at them.

Tho total production of potrolonm for 


the month of December amounted to 
472,353 bbls. making an average daily pro- 
duction of 13,214 J>bU. or a daily decrease 
of about 3,70013618. for the month nnder 
review. 


.The daily decrease, as shown by indi- 


vidual reports from the different tracts and 
farms in the oil region was about 2,900 bbh. 
over all increase, but as previously stated, 
the HERALD'S figures relating to pro- 
duction arc based upon stocks in the region 
nt the beginning and close of the month, 
and the shipments from the oil region by 
all lines of railroad, and by river. The 
large decrease in the yield for December 
is mainly due to tho excessive cold weath 
or prevailing for about ten days during 
tlie month, and which in nearly every part 
of tho producing region served to freeza 
the water pipes of the smaller -wells 
especinlly, and thus prevent pumping, a 
fact which materially cut off the supply ol 
petroleum for the month. In tho larger 
producing districts of "(Vest Hickory, 
McCrny Farm and Parker's Landing the 
yield would undoubtedly exhibit a marked 
decline, even-had tho cold weather not 
caused a partial suspension of operations.
